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LOWER TRADE DEFICIT IN JULY 


S ALREADY announced the total of United Kingdom exports 
Ain July was £234-4 million, and re-exports amounted to {8-6 
million. Imports were valued at £293-0 million, so that the 
excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, valued 
f.o.b., was £50-0 million. This represents a considerable improve- 
ment over the monthly average of {73-7 million for the second 
quarter. 
The increase of £24-4 million in United Kingdom exports in 
July compared with the average of the previous three months is 
largely accounted for by the longer working month—27 days 
compared with an average of 24 a month in the second quarter. 
For these four months together, however, in spite of the effect of 
public holidays in April, May and June, exports have been nearly 
5 per cent. above the level of the average for the twelve months 
April 1952 to March 1953, a year in which the full effects were felt 
of import restrictions imposed in some important sterling markets. 
Nearly all the improvement in July was in exports of manufactures 
of which nearly all groups showed an increase over the second 
quarter level. Shipments of engineering products rose by {7 
million (of which the vehicles group accounted for £4 million), 
textiles by £5 million, metals by £3 million and other manufactures 
by £6 million. Exports of food and drink increased by over {1 
million, but those of raw materials were slightly below the second 
quarter average. 
Imports in July were £11 million above the level of the first

six months of 1953. Nearly all this increase was in imports of 
food, drink and tobacco. The largely seasonal decline in July in 
arrivals of dairy produce, fresh fruit and vegetables and beverages 
was more than offset by a large increase in imports of grain and 
flour, chiefly wheat and barley, and heavier arrivals of unrefined 
sugar. ‘There was little change in the value of raw material imports, 
although arrivals of raw wool are slackening, the July total being 
nearly {4 million below that for June and £8 million below the 
average for the first half year. There were, however, increases 
of £8 million, compared with the rate in the previous six months, 
in imports of wood and timber and £3 million in those of iron ore 
and scrap. Imports of manufactures increased in July by £2 
million above the monthly rate in the first half year, mainly because 
of increased arrivals of non-ferrous metals and manufactures 
(£2 million). 

The drop in exports to the sterling area which occurred in June 
was reversed in July, the amount in that month being increased, 
according to provisional estimates, by over 15 per cent. above the 
level of the second quarter. An encouraging feature was a 
considerable increase in exports to Australia. In June these were 
already nearly £3 million above the average for the previous five 
months, and in July they increased further by an even larger amount, 
a development no doubt associated with the recent partial relaxa- 
tion of Australia’s import restrictions. Exports to the non-sterling 
world also increased in July by about 8 per cent. The high level 
of exports to North America after the steady expansion in recent 
months was maintained, exports to the United States reaching 
a new peak. On the import side, seasonal factors influenced the 
distribution of trade in July. The falling off of arrivals of such 
items as Australian wool and West African raw cocoa has caused 
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a reduction in the last two months in sterling imports and the July 
figure is estimated to be about 5 per cent. below the average for the 
first half year. On the other hand, July imports from the non-sterling 
area, swollen by grain from Canada and wood and timber amongst 
other items, were about 12 per cent. above the level of the first six 
months. 


Details of Exports 
Metals 


Exports of metals in July at £27 million were £3 million higher 
than the average of the second quarter ; {£2 million of the increase 
was in exports of iron and steel and manufactures, chiefly plates and 
sheets, tubes, pipes and fittings, and hoop and strip. Exports of 
iron and steel to British East and West Africa, the Netherlands and

the United States all showed a substantial increase over the average 
in the second quarter. The rise in exports of non-ferrous metals 
resulted mainly from an increase in exports of aluminium, chiefly 
to Australia, Canada and the United States. 


Engineering Products 


Exports of engineering products which increased by £3 million a 
month between the first two quarters of this year were up by a further 
£7 million in July. Exports of vehicles more than accounted for the 
increase between the first two quarters and for £4 million of that in 
July. Exports of passenger cars increased from a monthly average 
of 25,731 value £9 million in the second quarter to 27,741, value 
£10 million in July. Exports to the United States and Canada 
declined but shipments to Australia, New Zealand, Union of South 
Africa and Sweden all increased. Cars sent to Australia in July 
(3,730 value £1-3 million) were well above the level of 1952, although 
still well below those of 1950 and 1951. Exports of aircraft and parts 
which rose to a monthly average of £5-9 million in the second quarter 
increased further in July to £6°8 million. 

Exports of machinery, which had increased slightly between the 
first and second quarters, showed a further rise of 6 per cent. (£2 
million) in July largely as a result of increased exports of electrical 
machinery and mechanical handling equipment. Exports of electrical 
goods and apparatus which had declined by £0-5 million a month 
between the first and second quarter fully recovered in July to £10 
million, 4 per cent. above the level of the year 1952. The recovery 
was most marked in exports of telegraph and telephone cables and 
wires which were over £1 million in July. 


Textiles 

Exports of textiles and clothing in July increased by £5 million 
compared with the monthly average in the second quarter and, at 
£35 million, they were £3 million a month higher than the average 
of the year 1952. The increase compared with the second quarter 
showed in all groups, notably the wool group which, at £13 million

in July, was £2 million (20 per cent.) above the level of the previous 
quarter. Most of this increase was in exports to Canada which, at 
£3 million, were higher than in any month since August 1951. 
Exports of cotton goods in July at £12 million, were £1 million 
(11 per cent.) above the level of the second quarter although £0°5 
million below the rate in 1952. ‘The increase was mainly due to 
a recovery in shipments of woven piece-goods and finished thread to 
some Commonwealth countries, particularly Australia. Exports of 
silk and artificial silk goods in July were £1 million above the level 
of the second quarter again largely because of increased shipments 
of artificial silk yarn and tissues to Australia. Exports of apparel 
which declined steadily in the second quarter this year recovered 
slightly in July to a level a little above that of the year 1952 chiefly 
as a result of increases in shipments of all the main items of clothing 
to Australia, New Zealand, the United States and Canada. 
e 


Other Manufactures 


Increases over the level of the second quarter were recorded for 
nearly all other manufactures in July, the most notable being in the 
chemicals groups and in refined petroleum. ‘There were considerable 
increases in exports of sodium compounds to Commonwealth 
countries, particularly India. Exports of refined petroleum increased 
by £2 million (56 million gallons) compared with the second quarter 
average, mainly because of increased shipments of motor spirit 
(50 million gallons in July) and gas oil (27 million gallons). A rise 
of £1 million in exports of miscellaneous manufactures was mainly 
due to increased exports of arms and ammunition. 


Other Exports 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco were £12:+7 million in July 
compared with a monthly average of {12-1 million in the first quarter 
and £11-5 million in the second, increases over the second quarter 
being recorded in nearly all groups. Shipments of whisky rose 
from an average of £2°8 million (972,000 gallons) in the second 
quarter to £34 miltion (1,186,000 gallons) in July, increased quantities 
to the United States and New Zealand being mainly responsible. 
A rise in shipments of refined sugar (mainly to Malaya, Ceylon and 
the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan) accounted for an increase of £500,000 
in July compared with the second quarter average. ‘There was 
little change in exports of raw materials in July compared with the 
levels of the second quarter. Parcel post exports were £1-+2 million 
above the average in the second quarter. 


Re-exports 


Re-exports in July at £8-6 million recovered slightly from the fall 
of £2 million a month between the first and second quarters. ‘The 
recovery resulted from an increase of £0-8 million in the value of 
shipments of sheep’s and lambs’ wool above the average of the 
second quarter. 


Exports to North America 


United Kingdom exports to North America in July continued at a 
high level. Although the total of £30-1 million was slightly lower 
than in June it was £0-°5 million above the monthly average in the 
second quarter. Exports to the United States, at £15°2 million, 
were higher than in any previous month, substantial increases being 
recorded in exports of whisky (£0-5 million or 30 per cent. greater 
than the average in the second quarter) and in apparel (£0-3 million 
or 124 per cent. greater). Exports to Canada, at £14-9 million, were 
below the high level of £15-7 million a month in the second quarter, 
increases in the pottery, cotton and wool goods, apparel and footwear 
groups being more than offset by declines in iron and steel and 
manufactures, non-ferrous metals and cars. 


Details of Imports 
Food, Drink and Tobacco 


Nearly ali the increase of £11 million in imports in July compared 
with the monthly average in the first half of the year was in the food 
groups, notably grain and flour. Increases in this group, which were 
too large to be entirely seasonal, resulted mainly from rises in imports 
of wheat from Canada (£5°2 million greater than the average of the 
first half year), of barley from Canada ({. 8 million greater) and of 
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maize from the United States (£0-8 million greater) and from the 
Argentine Republic (£0-8 million greater). 

There was an increase of £1 million in arrivals of canned fish, 
principally salmon from Canada, in July compared with the average 
of the first six months, and imports of unrefined sugar rose by £2°6 
million, mainly as a result of increased arrivals from Cuba. Imports 
of meat, chiefly beef from Uruguay and Australia, increased by £1 
million, and there was a rise of {1-7 million in imports of animal 
feeding stuffs, mainly cereal by-products and oil seed cake and meal. 

These increases were partially offset by reductions in other food 
groups. Imports of dairy produce declined by £1-8 million from the 
high level of the first six months of the year due mainly to a seasonal 
falling off in arrivals of cheese. Imports of fresh fruit and vegetables 
in July were £1-9 million below the average of the previous six months;

there were smaller arrivals of new potatoes, of apples (due mainly to 
the cessation of imports from Italy), of oranges from Spain and Israel 
and of onions from the Netherlands and Egypt. Imports of raw 
cocoa declined by £2-9 million and of coffee by £0°8 million, but there 
was an increase of £0-8 million in arrivals of cocoa preparations. 
Imports of tobacco from Canada in July were £1-6 million (6 million 
lb.) greater than the average of the previous six months. 


Raw Materials 


Although imports of raw materials as a whole showed little change 
in July compared with the first half of the year, there were substantial 
changes in some of the main groups. Imports of iron ore and scrap 
were £3 million greater in July than the monthly average of the 
previous six months as a result of increased arrivals of iron ore from 
Sweden and Algeria, and of ore and scrap from Canada. Imports of 
wood and timber, at the high level of £20 million in July, were nearly 
£8 million above the level of the first half of the year, due to increased 
arrivals of softwood and pitprops from the Soviet Union and Finland. 
Heavy arrivals of wood pulp from Sweden were chiefly responsible 
for an increase of £1 million in imports of paper-making materials. 

There was a substantial decline (£8 million) in imports of raw 
sheep’s and lambs’ wool in July compared with the monthly average 
of the first half year, due to smaller arrivals from Australia, New 
Zealand, Union of South Africa and Argentine Republic. 


Manufactures 


Increased arrivals of electrolytic copper (mainly from Northern 
Rhodesia) accounted for £1-4 million of the rise in imports of manu- 
factures in July compared with the average in the first half of the year. 
An increase of £0-6 million in the paper and board group was mainly 
due to larger arrivals of newsprint from Canada and of uncoated 
board from Finland, Sweden and the Netherlands. There was an 
increase of £0-5 million in imports of wool goods in July compared 
with the monthly average of the first half year and larger arrivals of 
lubricating oil and fuel and diesel oil from the United States. Imports 
in the group of miscellaneous manufactures were £0-7 million greater 
than the level of the previous six months. 

These increases were partially offset by declines in imports of iron 
and steel (£1-3 million, mainly because of reduced arrivals of ferro 
alloys, ingots and bars and rods of steel) and of machinery (£1 
million, mainly as a result of smaller imports of machine tools from 
Western Germany and the United States).

Area Pattern of United Kingdom Trade in First Half of 1953 


UNITED KINGDOM exports in June were valued at £204 million, 

bringing the monthly average for the first half of 1953 to £209 
million compared with £213 million in the fourth quarter of 1952 
and £215 million in 1952 as a whole. The volume of exports was 
5 per cent. lower in the first half of 1953 than in the same period last 
year, but 5 per cent. greater than in the second half of 1952. An 
encouraging feature of the figures for the second quarter has been 
the high level of exports to North America ; the total of £29-5 million 
a month was greater than in any previous quarter and represented 
14 per cent. of all United Kingdom exports. 

Imports in June totalled £292 million and for the first half-year 
averaged £282 million a month compared with £263 million in the 
previous six months. This increase was due to some extent to 
seasonal increases in arrivals of certain kinds of food and also to more 
imports of raw materials, especially raw wool, to meet the demands of 
rising production and the need for replenishing stocks. ‘The volume 
of imports in the first half of 1953 was greater than in either half 
of 1952 ; the volume of food imports was 4 per cent. greater than in 
the first half of last year, while that of manufactures was substantially 
less than in 1952. 

Taking re-exports into account (£9 million a month) the excess 
in the first half of 1953 of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re- 
exports, valued f.o.b., was £64 million a month compared with £50 
million in the second half of 1952 and £77 million in the first half. 


Trade with the Non-Sterling Area 


Between the first and second halves of 1952 there was a Jarge drop 
in imports from the non-sterling area while the decline in exports 
was comparatively slight. In the first half of 1953 both imports 
and exports continued at levels not very different from those of the 
previous half-year. The change in the total value of imports between 
the two halves of 1952 was all accounted for by a reduction in non- 
sterling imports, but the stability of exports to the non-sterling area 
has been maintained in spite of considerable fluctuation in the value of 
total exports. As a result the proportion of all imports represented 
by those from non-sterling sources declined from 62 per cent. in the 
first half of 1952 to 53 per cent. in the first half of 1953 ; while in the 
same period the corresponding proportion of total exports rose from 
51 per cent. to 54 per cent. 

The excess of imports over total exports for the non-sterling area 
was reduced from £74 million a month in the first half of 1952, when 
it accounted for nearly all the United Kingdom’s trade deficit, to 
£26 million in the second half of the year. This deficit increased to 
£33 million a month in the first half of 1953, when it represented 
slightly more than half the total. 

Imports from the dollar area, after falling away in the second half 
of 1952, again declined by a further 1 per cent. in the first half of 1953, 
but exports to these countries have steadily increased. Similar 
tendencies are shown in the figures for trade with O.E.E.C. countries. 
With the rest of the non-sterling world, however, while imports have 
increased substantially in the first half of this year, exports have 
further declined from the low level reached in the second half of 1952 ; 
particularly those to Brazil, Egypt, Finland, Argentine and the 
U.S.S.R., several of whom are handicapped by a shortage of sterling 
and have accordingly intensified restrictions on their imports. 


Trade with the Sterling Area 


The trends in trade with the sterling area have been the opposite 
of those shown for non-sterling countries. Imports were maintained 
last year but have increased in the first half of this year much more 
than have exports, which had been seriously reduced in the second 
half of 1952. As a result of these movements the trade deficit with 
the sterling area increased from £2 million a month in the first half 


of last year to £24 million in the second half, and again to £31 million 
a month in the first half of 1953. 

The increase of £12 million a month in sterling imports so far this 
year compared with the previous six months has been largely due to 
a seasonal increase in arrivals of raw cocoa from West Africa and raw 
wool from Australia and New Zealand. ‘The exceptionally good wool 
clip, which has been sold at good prices, is making it possible fos 
Australia to relax gradually the restrictions on imports which, with 
similar restrictions in New Zealand and Pakistan, have had a serious 
effect in the past year on our exports. ‘They were a major factor in 
the decline between the first and second halves of 1952 in exports of 
engineering products, especially passenger cars, and of textiles and 
other consumer goods. Lower exports to the countries mentioned 
accounted for £17 million a month, slightly more than the total 
difference in exports to the sterling area between the first half of 1952 
and the first half of 1953. 


Export Markets 


Practically the whole of the rise in value of United Kingdom 
exports in the first half of 1953 compared with the previous half year 
was in exports to the sterling area which, at £100 million a month, 
were 5 per cent. above the level of the previous six months although 
still well below that of the first half of 1952. United Kingdom 
exports to the non-sterling world as a whole in the first half of 1953 
remained at about the same level as in each half of 1952, but a rise 
in exports to the O.E.E.C. countries and their possessions was more 
than offset by a continuing fall in exports to the rest of the non-sterling 
non-dollar world 

United Kingdom exports to non-sterling O.E.E.C. countries and 
their possessions, which had risen by 3 per cent. between the two 
halves of 1952, showed a further rise of 5 per cent. (£3 million a 
month) in the first half of 1953. Over half the total increase was in 
the “ other manufactures’ groups. Larger shipments to Denmark 
and the Netherlands of items in the chemicals group were mainly 
responsible for an increase in value of 27 per cent. in exports of this 
group compared with the second half of 1952. Increased shipments 
of refined petroleum to Norway, Denmark, Western Germany and 
the Netherlands also contributed to the general rise. In the textiles 
groups, exports of woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures, 
particularly to Sweden and Western Germany, increased slightly. 

The increase in United Kingdom exports to the dollar area between 
the two halves of 1952 was continued in the first half of 1953 on a 
reduced scale which, however, concealed substantial rises in exports 
of metals and engineering products in April, May and June. ‘These 
resulted mainly, from a seasonal recovery in exports to Canada of 
iron and steel and manufactures, machine tools, and passenger cars. 
Exports of textiles and clothing to the dollar area which increased 
by 17 per cent. between the two halves of 1952, showed a further rise 
of 8 per cent. in the first half of 1953, due primarily to a rise in exports 
of woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures to the United States 
in April, May and June. Re-exports to the dollar area, which were 
at the high level of £4 million a month in the first half of last year, 
due to exceptional shipments of rubber and tin to the United States 
declined to a rate of £2 million in the second half of 1952 and {£1} 
million in the first half of 1953. 

The decline in United Kingdom exports to the rest of the non- 
sterling world which began in the third quarter of 1952 was continued 
in the first half of 1953 when their value decreased by £4 million a 
month (17 per cent.) compared with the previous six months. Smaller 
exports of machinery to Finland, Egypt and the South American 
countries and of vehicles to Finland, Brazil and Argentina were largely 


responsible for decreases in these groups, both of which fell by £1

million a month after a similar decrease between the first and second 
halves of 1952. 

United Kingdom exports to the sterling area which, in the second 
half of 1952 had declined by £21 million a month to 18 per cent. 
below the high level of the first half, recovered in the first half of 1953 
by 5 per cent. to £5 million a month above the level of the previous 
six months ; this was, however, still £9 million a month below the 
level of the year 1951. This trend was apparent in nearly every 
group of manufactures, but particularly evident in the metals and 
engineering groups where exports of iron and steel and manufactures 
(particularly to British East and West Africa), and of electrical goods 
and apparatus (particularly to the Union of South Africa and to India) 
recovered to a level slightly higher than that of the first half of 1952 
and well above that of the year 1951. Exports by value of machinery 
to the Union of South Africa, which had decreased slightly between 
the two halves of 1952, recovered in the first half of 1953 to a level 
9 per cent. above that of the first six months of last year ; shipments 
of vehicles by value to South Africa were also 20 per cent. above the 
level of the first half of last year. Exports of vehicles to Australia 
were lower by nearly £4 million a month in the second half of 1952 
compared with the first, but recovered by £1 million a month in the 
first half of 1953 ; this was still £3 million a month below the rate 
in 1951. Exports to the sterling area of textiles and clothing which 
had declined in the first nine months of last year, continued the 
recovery begun in the fourth quarter, particularly in exports of cotton, 
wool and artificial silk goods to the Union of South Africa ; though 
the level of textile exports in the first half of 1953 was still 23 per cent. 
(£4 million a month) below that of the first half of 1952, and 41 per 
cent. (£10 million a month) below the 1951 level. 


Sources of Imports 


Imports in the first half of the year from O.E.E.C. countries and 
their possessions were little below the rate of the second half of 1952 
but 18 per cent. below the level of the first half of last year. An 
increase of £2 million a month compared with the second half of 
1952 in imports of raw materials, due mainly to an increase in imports 
of softwood from Sweden, still left the value of imports of raw materials 
16 per cent. below the level in the first half of last year. Imports of 
manufactures which declined by 11 per cent. between the two halves 
of last year, showed a further reduction of 13 per cent. (£4 million) 
a month in the first half of 1953 ; there was a reduction of £2 million 
a month in imports of iron and steel and manufactures, of £1 million 
a month in textiles and clothing. A decline in imports of cotton 
piece-goods from Germany and Belgium was the main factor in the 
fall in imports of textiles and clothing. A seasonal increase of nearly 
£1 million a month in imports of fresh fruit and vegetables and an 
increase of £1 million in imports of meat had little influence on the 
value of arrivals in the food, drink and tobacco class which, although 
6 per cent. above the rate in the previous six months, were still 13 per 
cent. below that of the first half of last year. 

Imports from the dollar area at £49 million a month in the first 
half of 1953, were 1 per cent. below the level of the second half of 
last year and 30 per cent. below the high level of the first half of 1952. 
The decrease in the first half of this year showed mainly in the groups 
of manufactures, with reduction in the value of iron and steel and of 
zinc from Canada and the United States. A further decline of nearly 
£3 million a month compared with the second half of 1952, in raw 
materials, to 42 per cent. below the rate in the first six months of 
1952, was largely accounted for by the continued reduction of arrivals 
of timber from Canada which more than offset increased imports of 
cotton from the United States. These decreases outweighed the 
exceptional imports of tobacco (mainly in April) from the United 
States and imports of food, drink and tobacco were still 19 per cent. 
below the rate in the first half of 1952 

Imports from the rest of the non-sterling world increased by £8 
million a month in the first half of 1953 compared with the second half 
of last year, but remained 27 per cent. below the high rate of the first 
half of 1952. This trend was apparent in imports of food, drink 
and tobacco which were 72 per cent. greater than the level of the 
previous six months, but nearly £4 million a month lower than the 
level of the first six months of last year. ‘There was a seasonal increase 
in imports of fresh fruit and vegetables (mainly oranges from Spain 
and Israel and tomatoes from the Canary Islands) and an increase 
of nearly £3 million in imports of meat, mainly accounted for by a 
continuing increase in arrivals from the Argentine. Imports of raw 
materials also showed an increase (nearly £3 million a month) but 
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they were 25 per cent. below the level of the first half of last year. 


Imports of raw wool from South America continued high and offset 


a continuing decline in arrivals of timber. Imports of manufactures 
were over {1 million a month less in the first half of 1953 compared 
with the previous half-year, resulting chiefly from a reduction in 
imports of grey unbleached cotton cloth from Japan. 

Imports from the sterling area in the first half of the year showed an 
increase of more than 10 per cent. over both halves of 1952. Imports 
of food, drink and tobacco were £6 million a month higher than the 
level reached in the second half of 1952, due mainly to larger arrivals 
of cheese and milk powder from Australia and New Zealand, and a 
seasonal increase in imports of raw cocoa from West Africa. Imports 
of tobacco, particularly from Southern Rhodesia and India, were 
considerably lower than in either half of 1952. The outstanding 
feature in imports from the sterling area in the first half of 1953 was 
the increase in the value of imports in the raw wool group which, at 
£19 million a month, were 66 per cent. higher than the level of the 
previous six months and 36 per cent. greater than the level of the first 
half of 1952. Imports of raw wool from Australia increased in 
quantity by 27 per cent. in the first half of 1953 compared with the 
first half of last year. ‘There was a rise of 9 per cent. in the price of 
raw wool imports between the two periods, but the level in January to 
June 1953 was still 41 per cent. below that of 1951. Imports of 
manufactures from the sterling area also contributed to the general 
rise compared with the second half of 1952, a small reduction in 
imports of unwrought copper from Northern Rhodesia being more 
than offset by increases in the textiles, oils and fats and leather groups.

Changes in Paint Advisory 
Committee 


HE Board of Trade have recently decided on various changes in 

the character and composition of the Paint Advisory Committee. 
This Committee was originaily set up some ten years ago to advise 
the Government on the problems of war time control of the paint 
industry. Its members were chosen not as representatives of sections 
of the industry but as men of standing and experience who would 
best be able to offer independent advice. 

Although circumstances have changed fundamentally since the 
Committee was set up the Board of Trade, after consultation with the 
Committee, consider that a need for it still exists. As long as relations 
between Government and industry remain as close as they are to-day, 
and so long in particular as controls on imports remain, the Board of 
Trade will have to have a reasonably accurate and up-to-date picture 
of the paint industry in order to fulfil its responsibilities as the 
production department for the industry. But the Board of ‘Trade in 
agreement with the Committee think that the time has come for certain 
changes to be made in its composition. The Paint Advisory Com- 
mittee will in future have members representing the three trade 
associations and the export group as well as its independent members 
and trade union representation will be widened. 

The chairman of the Paint Advisory Committee will continue 
to be a senior Board of Trade official. Its terms of reference will be 
“to advise the Board of Trade on all matters affecting the paint 
industry.”” Its membership will be as follows :—

Loans for Raising United Kingdom 
Industrial Efficiency 


s part of the programme of expenditure of Counterpart Funds 

derived from United States economic aid outlined in Cmd. 8776 
and Cmd. 8918, a revolving fund of £1 million has been set up for short 
term loans to industry and agriculture. Agriculture receives £300,000 
and the balance of £700,000 is available for short term loans to 
industry for the purpose of increasing productive efficiency. 


The President of the Board of Trade has appointed an independent 
Committee to advise him on the administration of the industrial 
portion of the Revolving Fund. ‘The Committee consists of :—

The Committee has already met and has made recommendations, 
which the President has accepted, as to the types of project which 
should be aided from the Fund and as to the terms and conditions 
to be attached to the loans within the framework laid down in the 
White Paper. The Advisory Committee is now ready to examine 
individual applications from industry and will make recommendations 
thereon to the Board of Trade. 


In principle, any project which has as its object the raising of 
productive efficiency in industry is eligible for consideration. This 
includes. of course, any project arising from the recommendations of 
the Anglo-American Productivity Council reports or of the advisory 
service provided under the Conditional Aid programme (see paragraph 
3 (a) of the Exchange of Notes in Cmd. 8776 and paragraph 5 of 
Cmd. 8918). As the amount of money available is limited, it will, 
however, be necessary to restrict loans to projects which will contribute 
quickly to achieving the purposes of the Fund as set out in the White 
Paper and it is expected that most of the loans will be made for new 
equipment and improvement of plant layout. Preference will be 
given to small and medium sized firms who can show that the benefits 
they expect to accrue from a loan will enable them (or their customers) 
to expand their export trade or to meet essential home requirements 
more efficiently. Loans will not normally be granted for periods of 
more than three years, though in exceptional circumstances up to 
five years may be considered. Applications are unlikely to be 
entertained for large sums. No fixed minimum or maximum has 
been laid down, but first consideration will be given to loans which 
do not exceed £30,000. ‘The amount and period of the loan and the 
rate of interest and the security required will be matters for negotiation, 
but it is the intention that the terms for approved projects shall not be 
less favourable than those which the applicant can obtain from other 
sources, 


An explanatory leaflet setting out the form in which applications 
should be made can be obtained from the Board of Trade, Industries 
and Manufactures Division 2 (Revolving Fund for Industry), Horse 
Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, or from Board of Trade Regional 
Offices. 


Census of Wool Stocks 


HE annual census of stocks of wool, etc., in the United Kingdom 

as at August 31, 1953 is being taken by the Wool Industry Bureau of 
Statistics. All persons or firms holding stocks (including firms holding 
stocks on behalf of clients abroad) are requested to make returns. 


The materials covered by the return are : wool and hair (all types), 
woolled skins, tops (wool or hair), noils, combing wastes, wool rags, 
mungo and shoddy, and wool wastes (including hosiery clips and over- 


locks). 


Census forms were posted on August 13, and any firm holding 
stocks of these materials which has not received a form is requested 
to communicate with the Bureau at 26 North Parade, Bradford. 


Inquiry on Marking of Imported 
Lighter Flints 


THE Standing Committee appointed by the Board of Trade will 

hold a Public Inquiry at the Board of Trade Offices, Horse Guards 
Avenue, London, S.W.1, on Tuesday, September 22, 1953, at 
10.15 a.m, to consider whether imported lighter flints should be 
required to bear an indication of origin. 

The Board of Trade announced on September 24, 1952, that it 
had been asked to recommend the making of an Order-in-Council 
on this subject and had referred the request to the Standing 
Committee.

Water Heaters Exempt from Hire 
Purchase Control 


LL water heaters were exempted from the provisions of the Hire 

Purchase (Control) Order from August 21, 1953. Hitherto 
anyone buying a gas or electric water heater on hire purchase terms 
had been required to pay a minimum initial deposit of 334 per cent, 
and to pay off the balance in not more than 18 months. 

The Board of Trade point out that this step has been taken as part 
of the Government’s measures for improving fuel economy. As the 
Ridley Committee stated, the use of gas and electricity requires less 
coal than solid fuel appliances do in providing summer or occasional 
hot water supplies for the average household. The wider installation 
of these appliances is therefore expected to assist in the saving of 
coal and in general fuel economy. 

The Order giving statutory effect to this relaxation of control is 
the Hire Purchase (Control) (amendment No. 4) Order, 1953 (S.1. 
1953, No. 1264, price 2d., by post 34d.)._ Copies are obtainable from 
H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches. 


U.K. Position in European Payments 


Union 


HE SETTLEMENT in the European Payments Union for the 
month of July has now taken place. The operation disclosed a 
United Kingdom net deficit for the month of £3,997,857 (11,194,000 
units of account equivalent in value to the United States dollar), 
which increases the United Kingdom’s cumulative accounting deficit 
with E.P.U. to £276,764,643. The deficit for July is settled as to 
50 per cent. by a gold payment by the United Kingdom to the Union 
and as to 50 per cent. by the granting of credit to the United Kingdom 
by the Union. Accordingly, the United Kingdom has paid gold 
amounting to £1,998,928 and has received credit amounting to 
£1,998,929. 

The total amount of gold paid by the United Kingdom to the Union 
has thus been increased to £85,382,500 as follows :—

Increase in August Quota of Tomato Imports 


ON January 27, 1953, the Ministry of Food announced the arrange- 
ments for the import of certain fresh vegetables during 1953 (see 
Board of Trade Journal of January 31, page 197). The Board of Trade 
in agreement with the Ministry of Food and the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, announced on August 14 that in view of the present tomato 
supply position the quota of 2,300 tons for import during August 1953, 
had been increased to 3,300 tons.

Additional Import Duties Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Additional Import Duties (No. 1) 
Order, 1953, which reduces from 25 per cent. to 15 per cent. ad 
valorem the duty chargeable on preserved apricets under the Import 
Duties Act, 1932. 

The Order came into operation on August 11, 1953, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1953, No. 1224. 


Import Duties Exemption Order 
THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Exemptions) 
(No. 2) Order, 1953, which provides for the exemption, from the 
10 per cent. ad valorem duty imposed by the Import Duties Act 1932, 
of certain dyeing preparations, some (but not all) of which have 
hitherto been individually exempted from duty under various other 
names. 

The Order comes into operation on August 25, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1953, No. 1281.

THE Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries announce that until 
further notice they are not prepared to sponsor applications for 
licences to export broad red clover, late flowering red clover or white 
clover seed. 


Insured Letters and Boxes by Air Mail 


THE Postmaster-General announces that insured letters and boxes 
may now be sent to Ceylon and Japan by air mail. The insurance 
fee is payable in addition to the normal air mail rates of postage. ‘The 
general conditions of the insured service by surface route are applicable 
to the service by air mail. 

Full details may be obtained at any post office. 


Letters to Government Departments 

MANY people assume that when they write to a Government De- 
partment there is no need to pre-pay postage. The Post Office say 
that this assumption is wrong. 

All letters or other postal packets addressed to a Government 
Department (including all branches of the Post Office) should bear 
the full postage just as if they were addressed to a private person. 
The only exception is where an envelope or label bearing the ‘Official 
Paid”’ design, which has been provided by the Department concerred 
for the purpose of a reply is used. 

The belief that by marking an envelope with the letters ‘“‘O.H.M.S.” 
or writing on it “On Her Majesty’s Service” a letter can be sent free of 
postage is also without foundation. It is, in fact, an offence under the 
Post Office Acts to mark correspondence in this way without authority.

BRITISH STANDARDS 


Hospital Ward Cots for Adults 


B.S. 1976 : 1953 is an addition to the series of British Standards 
for hospital ward bedsteads. It specifies requirements for ward cots 
suitable for use by adults in hospitals and similar institutions. A 
standard height of 2 ft. 2 in. to the top of the corner castings is specified 
but provision is made for alternative heights of 2 ft. 3 in. and 2 ft. 6 in. 
The standard length is 6 ft. 6 in. with provision for alternative lengths 
of 6 ft. 9 in. and 7 ft. The height of the head end without a back 
rest is 1 ft. 8 in. above the top of the corner castings, but provision 
is also made for an adjustable back rest as an optional requirement in 
which case the height of the head end is 2 ft. 8 in. The standard 
recommends that castor tyres of anti-static rubber shall be fitted if 
the cot is likely to be wheeled into places where there may be inflam- 
mable vapour from anaesthetics etc. 

The diamond mesh spring mattress may be fitted either with end 
springs or with centre springs. Price 4s.

B.S. 2005: 1953 has been prepared to set out the precise meanings 
of the terms used in the fillings industry and in particular the terms 
used in B.S. 1425 ‘‘ Cleanliness of fillings and stuffings for bedding 
upholstery, toys and other domestic articles”? and in B.S. 1762

Protective Hats for Motor Cyclists 


As a result of much expert scrutiny, medical evidence and motor 
cycling experience, certain basic requirements for protective hats for 
motor cyclists have now been laid down. In particular, it has been 
decided that effective safety hats must consist of a tough shell with a 
strongly attached harness and that there must be no projections which 
could turn a casualty into a fatal accident by breaking the wearer’s 
neck. 

All have to stand up to tests for impact, resistance to end thrust 
and side thrust, resistance to moisture, and for adjustment of the 
harness. Strict requirements are also laid down for weight, con- 
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struction and finish of the hats and for the materials used for the shell 
and webbing harness 

Hats which are made to the new B.S. 2001:1953 will be allowed to 
carry the B.S.1.’s Kite mark and this will mean that the Institution 
will satisfy itself that all the requirements of the specification are 
being met.

Cartridge Fuse-links for Use in Plugs 


The most important feature of the revision of B.S. 1362:1953 is the 
increase of the breaking-capacity rating from 1,000 amperes to 6,000 
amperes. 

In British Standards for fuses of large breaking-capacities, current- 
ratings and the like are assigned only to the complete fuses, and not 
to cartridge fuse-links alone, because cartridge fuse-links are not 
necessarily interchangeable in fuses of different types without altera- 
tion of the characteristics of the fuses. In fuses of the comparatively 
small current-ratings dealt with in B.S. 1362, however, the influence 
of the surroundings of the cartridge fuse-links is small, and it has, 
therefore, been deemed appropriate to make the standard apply to 
cartridge fuse-links only, giving them current-ratings. ‘The standard 
at present applies to fuses for A.C. circuits only, but will be extended 
in due course to cover the use of these cartridge fuse-linke in D.C. 
circuits. 

Discrimination between fuse-links of different current-ratings has 
not been dealt with in this specification because the problem has not 
yet been fully solved ; but it continues to be investigated, and an 
addition to the standard will be made in respect of it as soon as possible. 

B.S. 1362 includes sections on definitions, voltage rating, current- 
ratings and dimensions of fuse-links, breaking-capacity rating, fusing 
factor and marking. It also includes a section on tests, together with 
diagrams of the testing enclosure and connections for tests. Price

Test Films for 35 mm, Cinematograph Projectors 


Five standards have just been published, as follows :-— 
B.S. 1985. Part 1. Miulti-frequency test films. 
B.S. 1985. Part 2. Buzz track test films. 
B.S. 1985. Part 3. 1,000-cycle balancing and sound level test films. 
B.S. 1985. Part 4. Sound focusing test films. 
B.S. 1985. Part 5. Scanning beam uniformity test films (labora- 
tory and service types). 

Consideration was also given to flutter test films. It is not at 
present considered practicable to prepare any form of comprehensive 
standard for a test film, but the Institution has recently issued a 
general memorandum on the subject of the measurement of frequency 
variation in sound recording and reproduction. (B.S. 1988.) 

The standards are intended to provide a basis for the uniform 
production o* test films for use by projector manufacturers, users, and 
service engineers. ‘They specify the essential requirements of the 
films, but not the methods of producing them, in order not to hamper 
technical progress in this field. 

Each part specifies the sound characteristics of the sound track and 
its dimensions and location in relation to the guided edge of the film. 
When appropriate, information is given regarding the lengths of film 
which can be obtained splice-free. (Price 2s. for each Part.) 


Glass for Glazing 


The aim of B.S. 952 : 1953 which was first published in 1941 under 
a slightly different ttle, is to assist architects, suppliers and builders 
in selecting and describing the numerous different types of glass 
required for building purposes.

Collapsible tube manufacturers have been working for some years 
towards the specification of accurate dimensions for tubes and 
B.S. 2006: 1953 has now been issued for the dimensions of 
collapsible tubes with short screwed nozzles. It relates to tubes for a 
wide range of pastes and semi-liquid materials such as medical and 
toilet preparations, concentrated food-stuffs, rubber solutions and 
shoe creams. For certain commodities it is necessary for technical 
reasons to alter lengths, wall thicknesses and weights. This is also 
necessary for products for which winding keys are used, ‘The standard 
is not intended to cover such special requirements, but it is hoped that 
users of collapsible tubes will endeavour, as far as possible, to restrict 
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their requirements to the range of sizes laid down in the standard. 

The standardization of collapsible tubes with other types of nozzles 
is being considered, and if this proves practicable, the standard will 
be extended in due course.

Recommendations for the Dimensional Features of Measur- 
ing and Control Instruments and Panels for Industrial 
Processes 


B.S. 1986:1953 is intended to encourage the adoption of the 
principle of interchangeability and to ensure satisfactory operation 
in cases where items of equipment complying with the recommenda- 
tions are connected together, even when they have been made by 
different manufacturers. 

The present Recommendations specify the dimensions of circular 
and strip-type charts for recorders, and give the overall dimensions 
and mounting dimensions for clocks for circular chart and drum type 
recorders, together with the appropriate drum sizes for the latter, 
they indicate the appropriate sizes of screw threads for the measure- 
ment connections and pneumatic connections to instruments and give 
guidance on the air pressure range for automatic control and remote 
indication or recording instruments. 

Recommendations are given regarding the sizes and constructional 
features of panels and sub-panels and for the aperture sizes for 
instruments with circular and rectangular cases, and guidance is 
given as to the manner of fixing instruments to panels.

Cables 


The British Standards Institution has recently published the 

following new British Standards regarding various types of cable :— 

(a) B.S. 7: 1953— Rubber insulated cables and flexible cords for 
electric power and lighting. 

This edition supersedes B.S. 7 : 1946 as regards Rubber insulated 
cables and flexible cords, and it incorporates many of the requirements 
of Government Department Electrical Specifications Nos. 1, 8, 9 
and 10, which it is understood are being withdrawn. 

The supplement to the 1946 edition which permitted polyvinyl 
chloride (P.V.C.) as an alternative to vulcanized rubber, is superseded 
by the issue of B.S. 2004 which is referred to below. 

The main changes in this revision of B.S. 7 are the reduction of 
insulation thickness and the introduction of quality clauses. 

(b) B.S. 2004: 1953—Polyvinyl chloride insulated cables 

flexible cords for electric power and lighting. 

This standard replaces the supplement to B.S. 7: 1946, which 
permitted the use of P.V.C, as an alternative to vulcanized rubber for 
insulation or sheath, or both, for flexible cords and for 250-volt and 
660-volt cables up to 0.06 sq. in. cross section. It deals only, 
however, with P.V.C. insulated cables and flexible cords (sheathed 
or unsheathed) for working voltages up to 250 volts. 

(c) Amendment No. 2, August 1953 to B.S. 883 : 1949—Cables and 
flexible cords for electrical equipment of ships (including electrical 
propulsion) (P.D.1665). 

This amendment brings B.S. 883 into line with B.S. 7: 1953 as 
regards insulation and sheath thickness for vulcanized rubber insulated 
cables. It also introduces a range of 250-volt mineral-insulated 
copper-sheathed cables, having up to 7 cores, similar to the 660-volt 
cables already included. ‘Tables of overall diameter with tolerances 
are also specified. 

(d) B.S. 2008 : 1953—Wire 

insulated) for collieries. 

This new standard deals with twin and three-core 250-volt colliery 
lighting cables (other than for coal face lighting) as well as 660-volt 
and 3,300-volt shaft and roadway cable. The insulation thicknesses 
are identical with the corresponding cores in B.S. 7: 1953. Dimen- 
sions are specified for each size of cable with single-wire or double- 
wire armouring, and served overall with hessian tape, or taped and 
braided. In order to achieve the required conductance of the 
armouring it is permissible to include copper wires up to a specified 
maximum. 

The physical and chemical test methods and requirements are 
based on the corresponding sections of B.S.7. Prices :—B.S.7 : 1953,

Market for Agricultural Tractors and Implements 
in Southern Rhodesia 


A report on the market in Southern Rhodesia for agricultural tractors and tractor-drawn implements has been issued 


by the Special Register Information Service of the Board of Trade. 


The report has been prepared by the United 


Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia, and copies are available to United Kingdom firms.

Services Branch, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. Below is a summary of some of the main points 
in the report. 


N INDICATION of the extent of farm mechanization in Southern 

Rhodesia may be gained from a table (contained in the report) 

which gives the total number of tractors in use there in recent years 
according to type and fuel. In another table the report gives a complete 
census of tractors by makes and districts at December 31, 1951. 

The report says that if the total acreage under summer and winter 
crops in 1949 is divided by the tota! number of tractors in use at the 
end of 1949, it gives a ratio of one tractor to 200 acres ; for 1950 the 
ratio was 1:165 and for 1951 it was 1-153. The Department of 
Agriculture’s view is that one tractor to 250/300 acres may be about 
right for the country as a whole, but naturally farmers with smaller 
holdings still need a tractor, while over some land more than one 
tractor will be used according to the work in hand. Even allowing 
for the rough and ready nature of the ratios given in the report, there 
can hardly be much scope for additional tractor sales to deal with 
existing cultivated acreage as at present farmed. The main scope 
for additional tractor sales in the immediate future will, therefore, 
be dependent on the bringing into cultivation of the acres of good 
land at present lying idle. 

In a chapter on factors affecting the choice of tractors, the report 
says that maize and tobacco are the crops accounting for the largest 
acreages ; in 1949/50, 340,935 acres and 155,286 acres, respectively. 
Another point made in this section is that the prevailing handicap 
under which tractors work in Southern Rhodesia is that of all- 
penetrating dust. 

Another table of the report shows the distribution of farm holdings 
by size groups. ‘There is some evidence that one effect of the labour 
shortage and the rise in land values is for holdings to become smaller. 
Farmers want to be able to supervise their labour force effectively 
and to extract from it the highest possible output. This tendency 
towards intensive cultivation is being encouraged by the Department 
of Agriculture in the high rainfall areas where it is possible but there 
is no doubt that large areas of good agricultural land are not at present 
being farmed. A recent official estimate is that there are about one 
million acres of good land in the over 30 in. rainfall area which could 
be brought into use. 


Future Development 


In a chapter on future development the report states that it is the 
Government’s aim to develop food production as rapidly as possible. 
Some £5 million a year is spent on imported maize, wheat and 
sugar. The population is increasing rapidly (e.g., the native popula- 
tion is expected to double itself in the next 20 to 25 years) and serious 
shortfalls in local production of essential foodstuffs will develop during 
the next 20 years if the present rate of progress is not improved upon. 
Both from the balance of payments and from the strategic points of 
view the Government wishes to become more self-sufficient in food- 
stuffs production. 

The Government’s efforts to develop food production take various 
forms: marketing schemes, taxation incentives, and in some cases 
the provision of loans for the farmer. The development of food 
production has so yar been financed largely from the proceeds of 
tobacco growing. { 

The Land and Agricultural Bank, set up under the Land Bank Act 
of 1947, is provic *d with funds by the Government, which it lends, 
inter alia, for the purchase, development and improvement of farming 


lands and for the carrying on of farming operations generally. In 
1951 the Bank lent more than £1 million to farmers, of which some 
£86,000 was for the purchase of machinery. 

Loans are also made to local Conservation Committees for the 
replacement of machinery (mainly crawler tractor and earth-moving 
equipment), to ex-Servicemen settlers and for the re-habilitation of 
land of low fertility 

A Committee has recently issued a report on a number of large-scale 
irrigation projects in both the High Veld and the Low Veld. The 
general conclusion reached is that the High Veld schemes would not 
be profitable unless developed for other purposes as well—e.g., 
industry and power and that the bringing into use of undeveloped 
good land is a more attractive proposition. 


The report gives further 
details of these projects. 


Method of Distribution and Servicing 


A list of tractor distributors is given in an appendix to the report, 
which states that the bulk of land under crops is in Mashonaland and 
a high proportion of the tractor population is in the Northern and 
North-Eastern parts of the Colony. The report also states that it is 
natural, therefore, that the headquarters of all the tractor distributing 
firms should be located in Salisbury. Some of these companies, 
especially those distributing American-manufactured tractors, have 
been in existence for many years, but a good many are post-war 
promotions formed to distribute British-made tractors which have 
made such a spectacular entry into the market during the past five 
years. 

The largest firms have their own branches in the major centres 
(such as Bulawayo, Umtali and Gwelo) in addition to their Salisbury 
headquarters, but practically all of them depend in some degree upon 
sub-distributors in the smaller farming townships (e.g., Gatooma, 
Hartley, Bindura, Marsadellas, Fort Victoria and Rusape). Sub- 
distributors may hold small stocks of tractors on consignment, but 
their main function is to carry stocks of quick-moving spare parts. 
to the problem of providing adequate servicing 
facilities and also to the time-lag between ordering spares from over- 
seas and their arrival in the territory.

Background information is provided in the report on the types of 
implements in use in the territory and this information is divided into 
sections on basic tillage, planting and cultivation, harvesting and 
haymaking and other implements. Other sections deal with com- 
petition in the market, finance, publicity and advertising (in which 
the suitable media are named), together with statistical tables and lists 
of distributors and importers.

Canadian 1942 Interest-free Loan 


ISCUSSIONS have been held between the Governments of 

Canada and the United Kingdom concerning the 1942 interest-free 
loan, the Treasury announce. It will be recalled that when in 1951 
the interest-free provision was, by agreement between the two 
Governments, extended to run until January 1, 1954, it was agreed 
that prior to that date the two Governments would enter into 
discussions with respect to the terms and conditions of repayment 
of the balance of the loan then outstanding. 

The 1942 loan was in the original amount of $700 million and 
represented a funding of advances made to the Government of the 
United Kingdom in the period preceding the wartime arrangements 
for Mutual Aid. At that time it was agreed that the loan would bear 
no interest until after the war, a provision which was extended by 
agreement between the Canadian and United Kingdom Governments 
in 1946 and 1951. ‘The loan was to be reduced by crediting against 
it the dollars accruing to the United Kingdom from sales to non- 
residents of Canadian securities (payable in Canadian currency) 
held by residents of the United Kingdom, together with proceeds 
of redemption of any Canadian securities. Subsequently it was 
agreed that certain new direct investments in Canada made by United 
Kingdom residents could be offset against the amounts accruing for 
payment on the loan. By the end of June of this year, the net effect 
of these repayment provisions had been to reduce the amount out- 
standing on the loan to about $189 million. 

As a result of the discussions between representatives of the two 
Governments, agreement has been reached whereby the loan will 
be repaid in full by 1958. Under the new arrangements the United 
Kingdom Government will be released from its undertaking to apply 
to the repayment of the loan the net proceeds of sales or redemptions 
of Canadian securities and instead will make an immediate lump sum 
payment to reduce the amount outstanding on the loan to $150 
million. ‘This balance will be repaid in twenty equal quarterly 
instalments beginning March 1, 1954, and ending on December 1, 
1958. 

Consequently United Kingdom residents will now be allowed to 
switch their Canadian securities, and in this connection an explanatory 
Notice is being issued by the Bank of England for the guidance of 
the market.

Finland and Roumania 

HE MAJESTY’S Representative in Helsinki has reported that a 

trade agreement between Finland and Roumania was signed in 
Bucharest on July 18. ‘This agreement will remain in force until 
December 31, 1954, and provides for an exchange of goods valued at 
16 million roubles (£1,430,000 at 11.20 roubles £1) in each 
direction and for additional Finnish imports from Roumania 
amounting to 12 million roubles (£1,070,000) under triangular 
arrangements. 

Finland’s main imports from Roumania will be oil and timber 
products and chemicals. Roumanian main imports from Finland 
will be machines for the paper and wood industries and cast iron 
pipes.

Denmark and Finland 
I ER MAJESTY’S Representative in Copenhagen reports that a 
trade agreement between Denmark and Finland was signed in 
Copenhagen on July 1 to cover a twelve months period from that date, 
i.e. until June 30, 1954. 

Imports from Finland are estimated at 150-180 million Kr. and in 
return Denmark will export goods to a value of 128 million Kr. 
These figures show a reduction of approximately 30 per cent. in the 
value of goods exchanged under the terms of the last agreement. 

Danish imports from Finland will include veneer, cellulose, wood 
pulp, timber, aspen timber for the Danish match industry, newsprint, 
other paper, cardboard and parchment, machinery and other metal 
products. 

Danish exports to Finland will include inter alia, fish and fish 
products, blood albumen, field and garden seeds, fresh fruit, fruit 
pulp and fruit concentrates, fast fat acids, casein, textiles, pharma- 
ceutical products, chemicals, artificial resin and dyes, dry batteries, 
electrical installation material and radio spare parts, iron and steel 
goods and machinery.

The Netherlands and Finland

Brazil’s exports will 
include coffee to a maximum value of United States $21-7 million 
and other products (including raw cotton, groundnut oil and salted, 
dried and tanned hides) to a total value of United States $4-3 million. 
In return Finland will supply paper, cellulose and other products.

The Protocol provides new lists of German and Argentine goods 
which it is intended should form the basis of German/Argentine 
trade for the twelve months ending July 28, 1954.

Austria and Egypt 


HE Trade and Payments Agreements between Austria and Egypt 

which had been initialled in April were signed in Cairo on July 6, 
1953. 

The two countries agree to grant import and export licences within 
the framework of their existing regulations. In previous years 
Austria has purchased cotton, rice and onions from Egypt in exchange 
for nitrates, timber, paper, iron and steel, etc.

Nicaraguan Import Charges 


DDITIONAL Charges for Imports into Nicaragua have recently 

been amended as follows: ‘ 

5 per cent. of f.o.b. value (no alteration).

0-25 cordobas per package. 

0-15 cordobas per package. 

: 2-40 for each 100 kilos or fraction. 

The requirement that importers must deposit in local currency 
the value of their orders still holds good ; the only exceptions being 
in favour of agricultural machinery. 

These charges are made in paper cordobas, which are the normal 
currency in commercial use in Nicaragua; the value of which is 
one-fifth of a gold Cordoba, the unit of currency used for assessing 
customs duties. 

The rate of exchange in Nicaragua varies with the essentiality of 
the imports and ranges from 14 to 28-58 paper cordobas to the 
{ sterling.

HE Board of Trade have received copies of two proclamations 

issued by the President of the United States (reference T.D. 53289) 
which impose restrictions on the importation of certain agricultural 
products, pursuant to the authority contained in Section 22 of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended. This Section authorizes 
the President, on the recommendation of the Tariff Commission, to 
impose import fees or quantitative limitations on imports of any 
commodity if it is found that such imports materially interfere with 
any programme undertaken by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

Effective July 1, 1953, imports of the commodities listed below 
will be limited to the quantity shown against each during any 12 
month period beginning July 1, and (excepting peanuts) will be subject

Australia 


Carpets and Carpeting : Amended Conditions for Entry at 
Preferential Duty Rate 


THE High Commissioner for Australia in London has been advised 
by the Australian Department of Trade and Customs, Canberra, 
that carpets and carpeting classifiable under Item 118 (D) (4) ot the 
Australian Customs Tariff are no longer deemed for preference 
purposes to be goods of a class or kind not commercially produced 
or manufactured in Australia. 

The effect of this decision is that to be eligible for entry under the 
British Preferential Tariff carpets and carpeting, classifiable under 
the tariff item mentioned, when not wholly manufactured in the 
United Kingdom within the meaning of the preference conditions, 
must derive 75 per cent. (instead of 25 per cent. as hitherto) of their 
factory or works cost from United Kingdom labour and/or materials. 
(In this connection it should be noted that carpets are not considered 
to have been wholly manufactured in the United Kingdom if they 
contain yarns of wool, jute, paper, etc., which were imported into the 
United Kingdom, as yarns). 


French Imports of Cars from the 
United Kingdom 


HE French Journal Officiel of August 12, announced that con- 

sequent upon the Franco-United Kingdom arrangements for 
trade in pessenger cars (see Board of Trade Journal of July 25, 
page 186), 4 quota has been opened, under Item 3,000 of the French 
Programme of Imports from the United Kingdom, for the import of 
cars originating in and imported from the United Kingdom.

Duty-free Importation of Building 


Materials in Liberia 


HE Board of Trade have received a copy of a Liberian Act dated 

May 4, 1953, which amends the Customs Tariff to provide for the 
exemption from import duties of certain classes of building materials.

Exeess Profits Tax in Portuguese 
Overseas Provinces 


ER MAJESTY’S Embassy in Lisbon report that the Portuguese 

Government published on May 18, 1953, Law No. 2062 modifying 
the provisions of Decree-Law No. 38,704 (as published in the Board 
of Trade Journal on May 3, 1952, page 917, and June 14, 1952, page 
1226) and on July 6, 1953, Decree No. 39,265 containing the enforce- 
ment regulations. 

The basis for estimating ‘“‘ excess value "’ remains as before and the 
Minister of Overseas Territories is authorized to determine the 
products to be taxable. 

The Council of the Technical Customs Service in each Overseas 
Province will assess the amount of excess value on the various products, 
but is first obliged to hear the opinions of a Committee appointed by 
the Government from representatives of Commerce, Industry, 
Agriculture, Mining, etc. Increases in production costs since 1949, 
and current taxation will be taken into consideration. 

Under the provision of the present law 80 per cent. of the excess 
value will be taxable up to a maximum of 50 per cent., and the Minister 
of Overseas Territories has ordained that, as from July 16, 1953, the 
undermentioned products will be subject to taxation at the following 
rates :—

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Jordanian Import Regulations 


HE FOLLOWING detailed summary of import regulations at 

present in force in Jordan, which is published for the convenience 

of United Kingdom exporters, replaces all previous notices on 
the subject other than where specified. 


General Notes 


Except where otherwise stated this notice refers only to imports of goods 
from the United Kingdom for which payment is made in Sterling. 

Although Jordan is a member of the Sterling Area, both import and 
exchange control is strict. So exporters are advised to ensure that unless 
a business relationship is of long standing, and has proved satisfactory, a 
confirmed irrevocable letter of credit is opened and a valid import licence 
has been obtained before the goods are despatched ; for without these 
foreign exchange is not normally released and documentary credits cannot 
be established. 

The views of the Jordanian Customs authorities are not necessarily 
represented by the tariff numbers and the nomenclature quoted in the 
appendices to this notice which may also contain words (other than the ones 
shown in quotation marks) registered in the United Kingdom as trade marks 
in relation to certain kinds of goods. 

The rate of exchange (official) is : 

1 Jordanian Dinar (JD.1) = £1 sterling. 

Any inquiries in connection with this notice, to which amendments will 
be published in the Board of Trade Journal as they are received, should be 
made to Tariff Section, Export Services Branch, Board of Trade, Room 728, 
Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1.

Importers 


Merchants may be registered to import commodities under one or more 
of the headings of the Commodity Import Programme shown at Appendix I. 
In order to be registered, a Jordanian must prove :— 

(a) that he is a Jordanian, or has been domiciled in Jordan for a period 

of at least five years ; 

(b) that he is financially able to import ; 

(c) that he has had trading experience of at least three years, operating 

under a trade licence (this condition may be waived) ; 

(d) that he trades from suitable premises, and maintains separate premises 

for different types of commodities. 
Exceptions to the requirement for importers to be registered are shown at 
Appendix II. 


Commodities 


Most commodities are subject to import licensing according to an annual 
allocation of currency specified for the particular group. ‘There are some 
commodities that do not require specific licences, and others which may not 
be imported: these are shown at Appendix III, together with those items 
for which licences will be granted, but for extremely limited quantities only. 


Conditions of the Issue of Import Licences 


Allocations to importers are made twice a year ; the total allocation for 
each commodity group is not normally made public. Importers may in 
certain circumstances draw their allocation by instalments over a period of 
months instead of at the time of the allocation. 

Licences may be endorsed for import through the port of Aqaba only : 
application (which is usually successful) may be made for this condition to 
be waived so that the goods may be landed at Beirut, or imported via the 
land routes of Syria, Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, Iraq and Turkey. 

Import Licensing fees are : 

(a) For issue: 1 per cent. of value ; 

(b) For renewal: 4 per cent. of value ; 

(c) For amendments; JD. 4 per amendment, but :— 

(i) For amendments of weight, quantity, place, terms of payment, 
and amendments of validity consequent upon a change of country 
of origin or place of shipment: no fee ; 

(ii) For amendments of country of origin and place of shipment: a 
single fee ; 

(iii) Amendment fees may not exceed total issue and renewal fees paid. 


Validity of Import Licences 

Import licences are valid for six months, but concessions may be made in 
the case of machinery and industrial materials with long delivery periods. 
When a letter of credit has been opened and remains valid after the date of 
expiry of the licence, application may be made for renewal of the licence 
to cover the remainder of the period of validity of the letter of credit. The 
renewal may be for the value of the letter of credit only, and in no case will 
the renewal be for more than four months beyond the date of expiry. This 
concession ts also allowed when the licence expires before the goods arrive, 
but after they have been shipped. In no case may renewal be made more 
than once under either concession. 


Payment by Letter of Credit 


An irrevocable letter of credit (which, for an import licence endorsed for 
letter-of-credit payment, must be opened, and may be too, for a C.A.D. 
licence) has to be taken out within two months of the date of issue of the 
licence, except for textiles, where the period is one month. It should be 
valid to cover the import licence. 

A letter-of-credit licence may be utilized to settle C.A.D. drafts during 
the same period. 


C.A.D. Payment 


To obtain a licence endorsed for C.A.D. payment, an importer must 
prove he normally imports on a C.A.D. basis. He must submit a bank 
guarantee of 10 per cent. of the value of the licence (except for factories, 
which may offer a commercial guarantee) ; this guarantee should cover the 
validity period of the licence. If the goods do not arrive within the period 
of validity or the renewed period, the guarantee with a margin of 10 per cent. 
of the value of the licence is forfeit to the Treasury as a fine. In exceptional 
circumstances a fine of 20 per cent. may be imposed. 


Documentary Evidence 


The following documents must be provided when importing goods into 
Jordan :— 

1. Bill of lading ; 

2. Commercial invoices (original and at least one copy)—see below ; 

3. Import licence. 

Commercial invoices must be certified by a Chamber of Commerce or 
simular organization in the country of exportation, and legalized by the 
Jordanian Consul in such towns as these exist (London only at present). 
Invoices for goods exported from other places, where no Jordanian Consul 
is established, need only certification by a Chamber of Commerce or similar 
organization, 

If the invoices are not authenticated or presented in clearance, the importer 
will be fined 1 per cent. ad valorem. 'The Chamber of Commerce may 
require the commercial invoice to be submitted in duplicate, both copies 
bearing the following form of declaration :— 

“We certify this invoice to be true and correct and in accordance 

with our books, also that the goods are of i 

(Signed) 
Director, Secretary, Partner or 
Proprietor. 


Note :—-Certification or legislation is not required, however, for a com- 
mercial invoice :— 
(a) Where the value of the goods is less than JD.25 ; and/or 
(b) On goods imported by official or unofficial institutions that are 
customarily exempted from paying customs duty.

The applicant for refund of duty in respect of petrol purchased from open stocks within 
the Colony shall furnish to an officer of Customs a statement or statements from the 
supplier or suppliers from whom the petrol was purchased showing the quantity 
purchased together with a certificate, signed by the applicant, that the petrol waa 
purchased for his official or private use and an undertaking that If any of it is sold or 
disposed of in the Colony, duty will be paid forthwith at the rate leviable at the date 
of purchase or at the date of sale, whichever shall be the greater 

An article on which a rebate or refund has been granted shall not be sold or otherwise 

disposed of in the Colony, by the person who imported or purchased it under rebate or 

refund, except with the consent of the Controller and the payment to him of duty or 
surtax at the rate leviable at the date of importation or removal from bond or at the 
date of sale, whichever shall be the greater 

For the purpose of determining the amount of duty payable on articles sold or disposed 

of in the Colony after use, the Controller may, at his discretion, take into consideration 

the depreciation of such article since its importation, removal from bond or purchase 
from open stocks."’ 


The owner of the vehicle shall make a declaration to the Controller stating : 

(a) that he does not wish to remove the vehicle from the Colony; and 

(6) that he relinquishes all title to the vehicle and surrenders it unconditionally to the 
Controller 

The owner or importer of the vehicle shall deliver it to the Controller or make such 

arrangements as may be necessary to enable the Controller to take possession of it 
Provided that the Controller may, at his discretion, dispense with these requirements 

A vehicle, imported from a territory with the Government of which the Government of 

the Colony has entered into a Customs agreement, shall not be surrendered if such 

action would be contrary to the terms of the said agreement or would constitute a breach 

of the export regulations of the said territory. 

A vehicle shall not be surrendered If its permanent importation would be contrary to any 

import control regulations which may from time to time be in force in the Colony."’

Progress in World Engineering 


(HE 19th Engineering, Marine and Welding Exhibition and the 
Chemical Plant Exhibition, occupying more than a quarter million 
square feet, will be held at Olympia, London, from September 3 to 17. 
For nearly 50 years this exhibition has been held in alternate years, 
apart from interruptions caused by the two world wars. It will 
provide for visitors, many of whom will come from overseas, a mirror 
of progress in world engineering. 

About 1,250 products will be seen on approximately 500 stands, 
and during the exhibition some 70 trade and technical associations 
will pay official visits. 

Equipment to be seen will include turbines, boilers and furnaces, 
internal combustion engines, aids to mechanical handling, pumps, 
tubes, pipes and valves, electrical and welding machinery, electric 
and pneumatic tools, and control and test equipment. There will 
also be a section devoted to research. Underwater television will be 
shown in the marine section, and there will be many items to interest 
those concerned with navigational aids. 

The Chemical Plant Exhibition being held in conjunction with the 
Engineering Marine and Welding Exhibition, will be the first such 
exhibition to be staged by the British chemical plant industry since 
the end of World War II. ‘The firms whose stands comprise this 
exhibition cover a wide and representative range of the industry, 
which can be considered as comprising a number of sections. First 
there are those firms who design, supply and erect complete process 
plant or who, in co-operation with their customers, engineer large 
plants or sections of them. Second are the manufacturers of plant for 
unit chemical engineering operations ; thirdly there are the fabricators 
of plant in an ever-widening range of constructional materials ; and 
finally, the suppliers of ancillary equipment.
